ARMY 
SURGICAL

VINELAND, N. J,, Sept. 9 — 
Production of surgical supplies for 
the W ar departm ent was halted 
today b y a strike of 2,400 work­ 
ers a t the Kimb le Glass company 
in Vineland with only foremen 
and m aintenance men still at their 
job s. 
Officials of the American Flint 
Glass W orkers union, AFL, said 
the w alkout was “strictly volun­ 
ta ry” and not authorized b y the 
union. 
National officers of the 
union were expected to arrive to­ 
day from Toledo, O., to try to set­ 
tle the dispute. 
Company spokesmen explained 
tha t a contract with the union ex­ 
pired Monday b ut that the work­ 
ers were expected to continue op­ 
erations pending a new agree­ 
m ent. 
Picketing 
unionists said 
the strike was for “higher wages” 
and to protest “stalling tactics." 


NEWARK, O., Sept. 9 —Bring­ 
ing the known death toll to nine, 
two more b odies were recovered 
today from the ruins of three 
b uildings virtually demolished b y 
an Arm y b omb er which crashed in 
a Newark street.

ASHINGTON — Before he delivered 
his message on wage and p rice stabili­ 
zation, the President had a significant be­ 
hind-the-scenes talk with Jim Patton, head 
of the National Farmers Union. 
The President wanted to get the farm­ 
ers' reaction before he made his sp eech, 
esp ecially from the smaller grass-roots 
farmers. So he asked Gardner Jackson to 
bring in Patton, who rep resents thousands 
of small 
farmers. 
Accomp any ing 
him 
were Secretary of Agriculture Wickard, 
and Jackson. 
The President told Patton he had de­ 
finite p lans for curbing the increase of 
farm p rices and asked his op inion. 
“The farmers will go along with y ou, 
.Mi. President,” Patton rep lied, “ p rovided 
y ou give the nation two crutches to walk 
on. 
But so far y ou’ve given us only one 
crutch. 
You've tried to limit farm p rices 
and labor’s wages, but y ou haven’t done 
any thing about industrial p rofits. 
And 
while wages and farm p rices have gone 
up a little, the p rofits of factories and mu­ 
nitions makers have gone up 4 00 p ercent. 
“1 can assure y ou the farmers will go 
along with y ou on any thing of benefit to 
the nation,” Patton continued. 
“They ’ll 
limit their p rofits and be glad to make 
any sacrifice to win the war. 
But they 
won’t do it willingly if they see big busi­ 
ness making enormous p rofits out of the 
war.” 


B U I L D I N G A N E W WORLD 
•THERE is a rather surp rising amount of 
* 
discussion going on now in this coun­ 
try about the way to p revent another war. 
And p erhap s it is worth while, even if 
most p eop le do insist on winning this war- 
before tackling the nex t one. 
Mrs. Roosevelt, in a discussion with an 
international assembly of students, insists 
that “the determination 
of 
p resent-day 
y outh that this shall not hap p en again” 
will go a long way toward insuring p eace. 
“ In the last war,” she say s, “y outh did not 
think deep ly about the causes of the war, 
nor formulate any 
objectives for p eace. 
The result was that, through sins of omis­ 
sion and commission, we brought on an­ 
other war.” 
It is well to start y outh thinking about 
these things as deep ly as their ex p erience 
and foresight enable them to think. 
But 
thoughtful p eop le of middle age, who can 
“look before and after,” are more likely 
to trust this nex t job of reconstruction to 
ex p erienced leaders like Churchill, Stalin, 
Chiang Kai Shek and Mrs. Roosevelt’s hus­ 
band. 


C O N G R E S S D A W D L E D 
Roosevelt 
rep lied by telling how he ‘ 
had asked Congress last January to p ass 
a tax bill limiting all incomes to $25 ,000. 
But he said Congress had dawdled and de­ 
lay ed until no tax bill had been p assed y et, 
and there was nothing in the tax bill even 
ap p roaching his p lan of limiting incomes. 
Then the President cited the case of an 
Englishman who had come to see him and 
told him his annual income was $5 00,000, 
but that after p ay ing tax es he had $22,000 
left. 
However, the Englishman was only 
too glad to have even that much. 
Aou can tell that story to the news­ 
p ap ermen when y ou go out,” the President 
added. 
Later, Roosevelt called Patton to the 
White House again, this time 
with the 
heads of the Farm Bureau, 
the Grange, 
and other farm leaders. 
“What hap p ened to that story I told 
y ou about the Englishman and his tax es?” 
the President asked. “1 didn’t see it in the 
newsp ap ers.” 
“ 1 gave it to tiie p ress, on the doorstep 
of the White House,” Patton rep lied, “and 
also told them about the sp read between 
industiial p rotits and fa^m-labor 
p rofits. 
But as tar as I could see only two news­ 
p ap ers carried it.’ 
Note: -—Roosevelt did not mention the 
name of the tax p ay ing Englishman, but 
friends understand it was 
Lord

You have been 
going about all day working so 
hard you haven't time to notice 
w hether there is any headache be­ 
ginning or not. Your eyes move 
from one side to the other on the 
average of at least twice a second. 
That is 380 times in the three hour 
session. 
Your ear* are constantly as­ 
sailed with a variety of strange 
noises — bangs, shrieks, scrapes, 
pounds or just plain noises. 
Other Causes of Fatigue 
You have nodded your head 
heaven knows how many times, 
turned to look to right or left and 
spoken several thousand words, 
all requiring muscular motion. 
Your nose has been assailed with 
a number of different odors and it 
has become the receptacle for quite 
a quantity of street dirt. Is it any 
wonder that the head bears the 
brunt of the fatigue reaction of 
all this activity and that you have 
a fatigue headache? It is unques­ 
tionably the commonest form of 
headache. 
Any kind of poison or toxin 
seems to go to the head first and 
headache is reliably the first in­ 
dication of a cold or a fever. 
These are all occasional or acute 
headaches. The chronic headache 
is not so easy to deal with or in 
explain.

ness, or unsteadiness, or tension 
or flickering, or feeling aa if thi 
head contained a liquid whicl 
changed its level at each mov* 
ment and so on ad flnitum. Thes« 
neurotic headaches are easier fit 
describe than to cure. Medicines 
are no good for them, in fact 
should be avoided. Psychologic* 
treatment is best. 
Migraine 
Th* other form of chronic he*d> 
ach* is migraine, or sick headache 
It is recurrent and comes in spells 
and runs in families. Nobody 
knows what causes it 
It begins in young adult lifs ans 
usually disappears in middle age 
It never kills, that is one thing 
to be said in its favor. Most pa 
dents have their own system od 
treatment. As I wrote some tim* 
ago a number of people tell rn* 
that if they do not drink water 
during or before the attack it 
shortens it. They usually know 
when the attack is coming on and 
they stop drinking water as soon 
as these symptoms appear. 
These ideas of laymen have re­ 
cently received official confirma­ 
tion from Dr. Temple Fay, of 
Philadelphia, who believes that 
congestion causes a stretching of 
the membranes and if the water 
consumption is cut off the amount 
of blood in the sinuses of the head 
is reduced and hence the stretch­ 
ing is lessened.

Chest chairman, told solicitors 
that Mr. Morris is widely known 
as a speaker. 
Community Singing 
The address will be one of the 
highlights of the rally, commu­ 
nity singing led by Ellis Snyder, 
Ashville native who Is In charge 
of vocal music at Capital univer­ 
sity, being another. 
Circleville school band will be 
together for the ft 
ret time and ef­ 
forts are being made to obtain 
several other bands to participate. 
An appeal will be made to each 
school of the county which has a 
band to have it here that night. 
Details concerning the cam­ 
paign were discussed for solicitors 
by Mr. Fischer. 
Organizations which its is an­ 
ticipated will call on the Commu­ 
nity Chest for funds were put in 
three categories by the chairman.

Twenty-two changes have been 
made in the elementary grades 
and 31 in the high school. 
The teaching corps numbers 160 
persons.

PLASTIC BARGES 
The controversial question of 
whether steel can be spared for 
barges to relieve the oil shortage 
of the East may be on the verge 
of solution by the scientists of the 
Navy’s Bureau of Shipping. They 
have discovered how to make 
barges—believe it or not—out of 
plastics. 
For months the New England 
states, as well as most of the At­ 
lantic coast, have been clamoring 
for barges made of wood, or steel 
or anything with which to haul 
oil through the 'nland waterways. 
These waterways are safe from 
submarines, cost taxpayers mil­ 
lions of dollars, yet they are rel­ 
atively unused during a crisis 
when the open seas contain lurk­ 
ing death. 
So far the Maritime . Commis­ 
sion has dawdled inexcusably re­ 
garding wooden barges. But now 
the Navy may have the answer. 
The Bureau of Ships has devel­ 
oped a certain type of plastic, 
made of lignum, which Is suffi­ 
ciently durable to use in the hulls 
of small ships. 
The plan la still in the experi­ 
mental stages, but It may be the 
answer to the oil barge problem.

GENERAL PAT HURLEY 
When Brig. Gen. Pat Hurley, 
U. S. Minister to New Zealand, 
returned to Washington the other 
day. he went to call on his old 
friend Secretary of War Stimson. 
The two men had served together 
in the Cabinet of President Hoo­ 
ver, 
Stimson 
as 
Secretary of 
State and Hurley as Secretary of 
War. 
Hurley gave Stimson his views 
on problems in the South Pacific, 
but insisted he didn't want to do 
any "back seat driving.” 
He did 
say, however, that he would like 
to be more in the thick of things. 
He had enjoyed the assignment 
which took him to the East Indies 
in January, in the effort to run 
the Japanese blockade with sup­ 
plies for the men on Bataan. And 
he had enjoyed the more recent 
assignment as Minister to New 
Zealand. 
But now he wanted a post not 
so far removed from the battle 
lines. 
W’hen 
75 - year - old 
Stimson 
heard this, he looked at 59-year- 
old Hurley in a paternal way, and 
said, "You’ve done a good Job, 
Pat, and you have reason to be 
proud of yourself. But before you 
leap into the battle, go home and 
read 
First Kings, Chapter 20, 
verse ll.” 
Hurley went back to his suite 
in the Mayflower and looked up 
the passage. 
It was the passage 
that Stimson quoted so effective­ 
ly at his press conference:— 
"And the King of Israel an­ 
swered and said, Tfll him, Let not 
him that girdeth on his harness 
boast himself as he that putteth 
it off."
